FOR NEWYORK N STRIKE 


|| $6,000,000 Worth of Fruit 


and Vegetables Clog 
Rail Yards. 


New York, Octeber 6.—(4)—More 
than 3.000 railroad carg loaded with 
an estimated $6,000,0( worth of 
fruit and vegetables clogged railroad 
yards today as a result of a strike of 
union market truckmen, which went 
into effect yesterday. 

So far as the public was informed, 
little apparently was accomplished 
toward reaching a» solution of the 
strike. Truckmen demand an eight- 
hour day and increased rates of pay 
for overtime. 

With approximately 700 add 
cars ot perishables due daily, observ- 
evs expressed the belief that by 
Wednesday the strike will have cre- 
ated a minor food crisis in the city. 

A market survey made by Dr. Ar- 
chur E. Albrecht. of the state depart- 
went of agriculture, showed that 
prices of several fruits, such as prunes, 
oranges, pears and plums, had _in-

SEEK TO DISPEL FIGHT 
ON FARM BOARD MIEN 


Washington, October 6.—(#)—Ef- 
forts will ‘be made by administration 
leaders before the senate agriculture 
committee meets this week to ‘dispel 
the opposition which has developed 
to Carl Williams, of Oklahoma, and 
Sam R. McKelvie, of Nebraska, as 
members of the federal farm board 
representing respectively cotton and 
wheat. 

Unless the leaders can obtain 
enough support to prevent a coalition 
of the wheat and cotton groups, they 
admitted confirmation of the tw» 
board members could be blocked if a 
real effort were made to do so. 

Senator Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina, upon whom many senators 
lean for advice on cotton matters, is 
leading the opposition to Williams, 
and Senator Wheeler, democrat, Mon- 
tana, opposes McKelvie’s confirmation 
because he felt he does not have a 
wide range view of the wheat farmers’ 
difficulties. 

Opposition to some other members 
of the board also seems certain to de- 
velop on the floor, but no considerable 
grup is held at this time to favor re- 
jection of either Chairman Legge or 
any member other than Williams and 
McKelvie. Although silent himself, 
Senator Brookhart, republican, Iowa. 
is expécted by some senators to assail 
Legge’s confirmation. , :

Opposition to Williams 
is based by Senator Smith on the 
board member's declaration before the 
senate committee that cotton, under 
present conditions of supply and de- 
mand, should bring one cent to one 
and a quarter cent more than it is, 
or around 181-2 cents. 

Senator Smith termed this an “out- 
rageous declaration” because the aver- 
age price since 1919 was 221-2 cents 
and he said cotton should be bringing 
a better price because the average 
American product during the present 
decade has been less than the average 
demand. 

The position is taken by Senator 
Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, Wil- 
sponsor, that the board mem- 
ber’s testimony was misunderstood. 
He said he would ask Williams to 
send a written statement to the senate 
committee or appear in person to 
clarify his position. 

Chairman McNary expects to call 
committee Wednesday if the 
transcript of last week’s hearings is 
printed by that time. Unless the 
hearings are reopened for Williams, a 
report to the senate on confirmation 
will be voted upon at that time.

Rocking Chair Champ Gives 


- IT’S A CLOCK WHICH CLICKS OFF EACH ROCK. :: 


World His New Invention

New York, October 6.—Professor 
Alexander Meyer. rocking chair cham- 
pion of the world, originator of the 
Mever adjustable jiffy bow tie and 
envisioner of the first all-aluminum 
ukelele, has given humanity another 
invention. “ 

It is nothing less, the champion an- 
nounced at his Manorial apartment in 
the Bronx today, than a cunning 
mechanical device designed to obviate 
all future scandals in the rocking 
chair contest game, which has threat- 
ened recently to sink to the level of 
the wrestling match game. Professor 
Meyer calls it simply “the Meyer rock- 
ometer-swayscope. 

“What it does,” he said, “it counts 
the rocks.” 

Although he is known from Boston 
to Chicago as “the Grand Rapids 
Mauler,” the champion is really a na- 
tive of Latvia. He emigrated to 
America shortly after winning the 
Russian rocking chair championship 
and almost simultaneously with the 
unfortunate trouble at Sarajevo and 
the mobilization of Russian _ troops. 
This, however, was a coincidence. 

Gives An Example. 

Professor Meyer attached his origi- 
nal model of the Meyer rockometer- 
swayscope to a straight-backed chair 
— demonstrated it while he explain- 
ed it. 

“What it does,” he said, 
umph !—counts the rocks. Can you— 
umph !—hear it click? Watch the— 
umph!—hand. It will prevent any— 
umph !—contestant from stal—umph! 
—ling. What it—umph!—does, it 
counts the rocks—umph! 

Professor Meyer kept on rocking 
and the Meyer rockometer-swayscope 
kept on ticking.. A circular dial, 
graduated into 3,600 rocks, kept ac- 
curate tally. 

“I can—umph !—attach a clock to 
it—umph !—time every rock the same 


way,’ continued Professor Meyer. “It 
was the—umph !—stalling of some of 
the contest—umph !—2g7ts in Madison

They try to slow down 
without attracting the judges’ atten- 
tion, thus the necessity for the rocko- 
meter-swayscope.

“Oh— umph ! —everything,” replied 
the human Metronome, as the piano 
professor in the apartment below play- 
fully called him.

POLICE WHO SAW Chit 
SHOT DOWN 10 TESTIFY 


Charlotte, N. C., October 6.—()— 
Two Gastonia police officers, eyewit- 
nesses to the shooting of Police Chief 
O. F. Aderholdt, are scheduled to take 
the witness stand tomorrow morning 
as the trial of the seven labor agita- 
tors and strikers for second degree 
murder in connection with the tragedy 
enters its second week, 

Tom Gilbert and A. J. Roach, the 
former a regular Gastonia officer and 
the latter a special deputy, will be 
the first witnesses called by the prose- 
cution, Solicitor John G. Carpenter 
announced today, to give their version 
of the shooting of June 7 when Chief 
Aderholdt fell mortally wounded in the 
tent colony grounds of the Loray tex- 
tile mill strikers. 

Their testimony comes after two 
days of prosecution testimony last 
week in which 13 men and women 
took the stand to tell what they knew 
of events surorunding the police chief's 
death. 

During this testimony, all but one 
of the seven defendants was implicated, 
Fred Erwin Beal, leader of the Gas- 
tonia strike and against whom much 
animus was shown last week by pros- 
pective jurors for “stirring up this 
trouble,” was said to have cried 
“shoot him’’ just before the volley 
was fired, wounding the police chief 
and the officers with him. 


George Carter ‘admitted to strug- 


gling with an officer; Louis MeLaugh- 
lin confessed to firing the second shot; | 
W. M. McGinnis was seen to fire the 


first shot; Joseph Harrison struggled 
with an officer, and K, Y. Hendricks 
confessed he had fired at the officers, 
according to state's witnesses. 

The seventh defendant, Clarence 
Miller, has not been mentioned in any 
of the testimony. 

The present trial of the Gastonia 
strikers on ithe charge of murder 
growing out of the death of Chief 
Aderholdt is the third effort of the 
state to convict them. The first trial, 
held in Gastonia, was halted on its 
second day when Judge M. V. Barn- 
hill granted the defense a‘ change of 
venue. The second trial was declared 
a mistrial as it was starting its third 
week when a juror became insane. 
Judge Barnhill has presided at all 
three.
